W ashington, Nov. 19—Completing 
their revision of tho tax hill House 
and Senate conferees agreed today to 
the corporation income tax rate of 
12% per cent the figures fixed in the 
original House measure. 
This is an 
increase of 2*4 per cent over the 
present rate but is 2 vj per ce'ift less 
than the figures agreed upon by the 
Senate. 
The conferees also agreed to the 
Senate amendment repealing the $2,- 
000 normal exemption allowed cor­ 
porations except that this exemption 
would I** continued in ca-e of cor­ 
poration having net incomes of $25,- 
000 a year or less. 
The Senate m anagers receded from 
the Senate liquor tax amendment and 
the original House provision was re­ 
written into the bill. 
This provides 
for a tax of $2.20 proof gallon on 
alcohol with 
an additional 
tax of 
$4 .20 a gallon on whisky or on al­ 
cohol illgealy diverted for beverage 
purposes. 
The reduction agreed upon in the 
increase of corporation income tax 
will rut in half the additional $200,- 
000 which the Senate planned to ob­ 
tain from this *our«»* as a partial 
offset for the repeal of the excess 
profit tax.
